Kinley addressed tho banquet of tho

v h n. as governor of Ohio, ho wel-

He referred 
lo the commercial revival since then, 
mid i id he had abated none of the 
faith he then expressed* and was glad 
to M,. they had regained theirs. He 
Arn discussed in a general way the 
r nv.TS and limitations of the national 
tov eminent in the increase of industry 
* (I commerc. ’. 
In this connection he 


^1. rf nob profitable trade still is not en- 
<<1 bv our iHoople because of their 
present insufficient facilities for retain­ 
ing desirable markets. 
Much of it is 
lo st because of a lack of information 
and ignorance of the conditions and 
leeds tit others. 
We must know just 
what other people want lief ore we can 
rtl1nlv their wants. 
We must know 
•tm’tlv how to reach them with less ex­ 
c u s e ‘if we would enter into the most 
idvantagoous relations with thorn. The 
filii) m oires the shipper, but the ship- 
* r must have assured promise that his 
roods will liar© a sale when they reach 
Si. ir destination. 
It is a good rule if 
buyers will not come to us for uu tq go 
to them. It is our duty to make Ameri­ 
can enterprise and industrial ambition, 
as well as achievement, terms of respect 
aud praise not only at home, but among 
the family of nations the w orld over.’* 
Then ti" entered upon the financial 
Au* \stion, saying: 
“Them i- another duty resting upon 
the national government—to coin money 
and regulate the value thereof. This 
duty m niires that our government sh ill 
regulate tho value of its money by the 
highest standards of commercial lion- 
t sty and na ioxral lioqor. The money of 
tile United S ates is and must forever be 
unquestioned aud unassailable. If doubts 
remain, they must be removed. Noth­ 
ing sh( uld ever tempt us—nothing ever 
will tempt as—to scale down tile sacral 
dt bt of tlie nation tlirough a legal tech­ 
nicality. Whatever may be the lau- 
guag • of the contract, til© United States 
will discharge all of its obligations in 
the currency recognized as the best 
throughout the civilized world at the 
times of payment. Nor will we ever 
consent that the wages of labor or its 
frugal savings shall be scaled dow n by 
permitting payments in dollars of less 
value than tho dollars accepted as the 
best in every enlightened nation of the 
•aith. 
Under existing conditions our citizens 
can not lie excused if they do not re­ 
double their efforts to secure such finan- 
e ii legislation as will place their honor­ 
able intentions beyond dispute. 
All 
those who represent, as you do, the 
gnat conservative but progressive busi­ 
ne ss interests of the country, owre it not 
only to themselves, but to the people to 
insist upon the Settlement of this great 
question now, or else face the alterna­ 
tive that it must bo again submitted for 
arbitration at tin' polls. 
“This is our plain duty to more than 
T,OOO,OOO votirs, who 15 months ago 
won a great political battle on tile issue, 
among others, that the United States 
government would not permit a doubt 
to exist anywhere concerning the sta­ 
bility and inte grity of its currency or 
the inviolability of its obligations of 
every kind. That is my interpretation 
of that victory. W hatever effort, there­ 
fore, is required to make the settlement 
•f this vital question clear and conclu­ 
sive t or all time', we are bound iii good 
conscience to undertake aud if possible 
realize. That is our coni mission—our 
precut charter from the people. 
‘ It w ill not suffice for citizens nowa­ 
days to say simply that they are in favor 
of sound money. T hat is not enough. 
The people’s purpose m ust be given the 
vitality of public law. Better an honest 
effort w ith failure, than the avoiding of 
so plain and commanding a duty. 
“The difficulties in the path of a sat­ 
isfactory reform are, it must be ad­ 
mitted, neither few in number nor 
slight in degree; but progress cannot 
fail to be made with a fair and thorough 
trial. 
An honest attem pt will be the 
best proof of sincerity of purpose. Dis- 
eu-sUn cannot h u rt.it will only help 
tile cause. 
Let us have, lull aud free 
d scussion. We are the last to avoider 
evade it. 
Intelligent discussion will 
r rengthen the indifferent and encour­ 
age tee friends of a stable system of 
finance. 
“Halfheartedness never won a battle. 
Nations and partus without abiding 
principles and stern resolution to en­ 
force them, even if it costs a continuous 
struggle to do so, and temporary sacri­ 
fice, are never in the highest degree suc­ 
cessful leaders in the progress of m an­ 
kind. For us to attem pt nothing in the 
face of the j revalent fallacies and the 
Constant effort to spread them is to loss 


vain,iblo gronim ane ;wty won aim prac- 
tically to wi'nken the forces of sound 
money f >r their battles of the future. 
“ The financial plunk of the St. Louis 
platform is still as (xmiinanding upon , 
Republicans and those who Ren t'd w it Ii 
them iii the last campaign os on the day 
it was adopted and promulgated. Hap* i 
pily the tariff port of the platform has 
already been engrafted 
into public I 
statute. 
But the other plank, not a1* I 
ready builded into our constitution, is j 
of binding torc© upon all of us. 
What 
is it?” 
The president then quoted in full the 
money plank of the St. Louis platform. 
“ This is in reality a command from 
the poople who gave the administration 
to the party now’ in power, and who are 
still anxiously waiting for the execution 
of their free and omnipotent will by 
those of us who hold commission from 
that supreme tribunal.” 
President McKinley said the country 
was just beginning to recover from tho 
past depression; progress would be slow, 
but we must lie patient. The nation 
would stand, lie said, iu spite of vicistd- 
tildes.

to his plan all law s m ust be voted upon 
by the people of the state if a small 
num ber of m em bers of the legislature 
shall so request. 
All propositions of 
local governm ent shall also go before 
the people, and if the voters refuse their 
sanction the acts shall be null and void. 
It is likely th at Mr. M onter will find 
that Ohio is not yet quite ripe for his 
advanced ideas 
The bill by Mr. Adams, of Coshocton, 
contemplates the funding of the "irre ­ 
ducible debt” of the state, and tho dis­ 
tribution of the money to the counties 
to be loaned to the taxpayers upon suita­ 
ble security. 
The "irreducible debt” 
amounts to $4,600,000 and is really not a 
debt at all. 
It is a trust fund arising 
from the sale of large grants of govern- < 
mein land to the state in early days.and 
the income is used to aid in support of 
the common schools and the Ohio State I 
university.

Representative 
Mooter’s resolution for an amendment 
to the constitution, providing for the 
initiative and referendum. and the plan 
of Representative Adams to fund the 
“irreducible debt.” 
Mr Monter is from Cincinnati, and is 
the youngest man in the assembly, yet 
he has propounded the biggest scheme 
tor reform of the state government that 
anybody has yet dared to attempt. His 
resolution proposes that at the Novem- 
ber election, 1898, the people of the 
state shall vote on an amendment to the 
constitution providing for the adoption 
of the principles of the initiative and 
referendum in township, county, mom* 
cipal and state government. 
According 
to his plan all laws must be voted upon 
by the people of the state if a small 
number of members of the legislature 
■hall so request. 
AU propositions of 
local government shall also go before 
the people, and if the voters refuse their 
sanction the acts shall be null and void. 
It is likely that Mr. Monter will find 
that Ohio is not yet quite ripe for his 
advanced ideas. 
The bill by Mr. Adams, of Coshocton, 
contemplates the funding of the “Irre* 
durable debt” of the state, and the dis­ 
tribution of the money to the coonties 
to be loaned to the taxpayers upon suita­ 
ble security. The “irreducible debt” 
amounts to $4,OOO,OOO and is really not a 
debt at all. It is a trust fund arising 
from the sale of large grants of govern­ 
ment land to the state in early days,mid 
the income is used to aid iii support of 
the common schools and the Ohio State 
university. 
Mr. Adams would issue 8 
per cent bonds to this amount and then 
distribute this great fund among the 
counties, according to agricultural nrea, 
and then loan it on real estate secant? I 
at d per cent interest. The plun of Mr. I 
Admin has many flaws and, according 
to some lawyers, it is contrary to pro-1 
visions of the constitution relating to the 
debt of the state. 
While legislatures are very unsafe 
quantities on which to make predictions, 
it is safe to say that the schemes of, 
Messrs Mooter aud Adams will uot re­ 
ceive much serious consideration from 
the majority of the mein liers. 
One matter that promises to stir up a 
fight of large proportions is the plan of 
the Democrat* to redistrict the state for 
congressional purpose*. 
Senator Finch, 
of Perry ixia ut?, has already introduced 
a bill that contemplates changing the 
lines of the Sixth. Seventh. Teuth, 
(eleventh. Twelfth, Fourteenth, Seven­ 
teenth. (eighteenth and Nineteenth dis­
